The  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Chillicothe  High  Sdiool  should 
be  congratulated  for  the  public  spirit  that  they  have  shown  at  all  times  durins 
the  last  year.  They  have  shown  that  they  desire  to  serve  the  public.  When  the 
Central  Building  became  unsafe  and  the  citizens  of  Chillicothe  asked  that  it  be 
used  no  more  as  a  school  building,  the  Board  considered  the  matter  seriously 
and  deliberately,  and,  feeling  that  they  were  the  trustees  and  representatives  of 
the  people  called  a  mass  meeting  of  citizens  in  the  auditorium  of  the  High  School 
Building,  which  meeting  was  very  largely  attended. 

At  this  peoples  meeting  the  Board  fully  explained  the  situation  and  con- 
ditions with  which  they  were  confronted,  and  a  resolution  was  offered  and  unan- 
imously passed  by  the  citizens,  to  the  effect  that  Central  Building  be  promptly 
closed  and  no  longer  be  used  for  school  purposes. 

A  resolution  was  also  offered  and  passed  by  the  people,  requesting  the  Board 
to  call  an  election  submitting  a  bond  issue  for  the  purpose  of  a  new  school  build- 
ing. 

The  Board  closed  Central  Building  and  temporary  arrangements  were 
made  to  take  care  of  the  five  hundred  children  who  were  then  attending  that 
building.  A  part  of  them  were  sent  back  to  the  various  ward  schools  and  the 
remainder  were  taken  into  the  High  School  Building  where  conditions  are  very 
crowded. 

The  Board  sent  a  committee  to  make  investigations  of  what  had  been  done 
in  other  towns,  especially  where  modern  school  buildings  had  been  constructed 
in  recent  years  and  carried  on  an  extensive  correspondence  with  other  towns  and 
school  systems  trying  to  determine  as  best  they  could  what  should  be  done,  with 
the  result  that  on  March  16,  1923  a  bond  election  was  called  and  was  approved  by 
the  people,  who  voted  to  allow  the  Board  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $300,000, 
for  the  erection  of  a  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

The  people  of  Chillicothe  feel  that  their  boys  and  girls  are  equal  to  any 
other  boys  and  girls  in  the  United  States  and  should  be  given  equal  educational 
opportunities. 

Through  the  pages  of  the  1923  Cresset  the  present  students  of  Chillicothe 
High  School  extend  their  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  citizens  of 
Chillicothe.

We  have 
heard  from  reliable  sources  that  this  was  the  best  home  talent  play  ever  put  on  in 
Chillicothe.

Three  years  ago,  a  group  of  High  School  students  with  the  instigation  of 
Mrs.  Brown  conceived  a  great  idea  whereby  the  literary  and  dramatic  tastes  of 
our  High  School  pupils  might  be  improved.

Although  for  several  years  past,  C.  H.  S.  has  declined  lo  take  part  in  ihe 
debates  going  on  around  her,  the  spirit  has  been  revived  once  more.  This  year 
there  seemed  to  be  a  desire  prevalent  among  the  students  to  give  vent  to  their  school 
pep  and  interest  in  that  direction.  So,  in  December  of  1922.  the  chance  was  given 
to  all  desiring  it,  to  enter  the  contest  held  in  Assembly,  and  from  these  participants 
two  teams  were  to  be  chosen.

The  study  of  public  speakino;  was  placed  in  the  hi,2,h  school  curriculum  for 
the  first  time,  in  the  fall  of  1922.  When  pupils  heard  there  was  an  opportunity  to 
enlist  in  a  public  speaking  class  they  sought  admittance  at  once  but  only  thirty  were 
permitted  to  enroll.    The  course  was  offered  to  Sophomores,  .juniors  and  Seniors. 

The  eagerness  to  be  introduced  into  the  realms  of  correct  speaking  and  into 
its  pockets  of  knowledge,  that  the  pupils  seemed  to  know  were  held  in  store  for 
them,  illuminated  in  the  countenances  of  the  thirty  youngsters.  Evidently  the  in- 
structor. Mrs.  Covert  Brown,  saw  the  appealing  look  on  the  part  of  her  pupils, 
and  understanding  their  mixed  natures  and  dispositions  as  she  surely  did,  she  im- 
mediately set  about  to  correctly  direct  this  much  needed  enthusiasm. 

Soon  the  text  book  entitled.  Public  Speaking  Today,  was  in  the  hands  of 
each  person  in  the  class  and  the  daily  recitations  began. 

The  principles  of  correct  breathing,  correct  articulation,  and  enuciatinn 
were  drilled  into  us  from  the  first.  Mrs.  Brown  said  she  seemed  to  note  the  im- 
provement, much  to  the  pupils  encourage  iient.  Impromptu  and  extemporaneous 
speeches  were  studied  and  practiced  by  all.  After-Dinner  Speeches  of  especial 
importance  were  read  and  in  due  time  class  members  delivered  their  original  After- 
Dinner  Speeches. 

The  study  of  Debate  was  of  interest,  because  it  was  at  first  in  the  form  of 
the  round  table  discussion.  Members  began  to  lose  some  of  their  shyness  and 
timidity  and  having  gained  some  confidence  in  themselves  by  this  time,  thev  were 
more  eager  to  accept  a  place  on  the  team,  with  a  slight  reluctance  at  iirst,  of  course, 
but  with  a  great  deal  of  pride.  The  one  topic  which  made  the  class  set  up  and 
take  notice  was  the  topic  of  Orations.  They  listened  to  m.asterpieces  and  after 
sweating  blood,  finally  produced  their  own  original  "gem"  of  oratory. 

Second  Semester  was  given  over  to  the  study  of  Dramatics.  The  class 
actually  dived  into  its  first  new  classic  namely,  Abraham  Lincoln,  by  Drinkwater. 
The  next  play  studied  was  The  Rivals^  a  comedy  by  Sheridan. 

The  students  of  this  class  can  say  that  they  have  been  tactfully  and  adequate- 
ly lifted  into  the  high-chair  of  greater  literary  attainments;  have  been  fed  as  infants 
with  the  desire  of  futhering  their  explorations  in  this  limitless  field  of  public 
speech;  and  have  been  taught  to  walk,  and  to  talk  in  self  confidence  before  the 
greatest  of  critics,  the  public. 
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Hnrattimal  Agriculture 


Vocational  Agriculture  is  designed  lor  the  boys  and  girls  over  fourteen 
years  of  age  who  intend  to  make  agriculture  their  chief  enterprise  through  life. 

The  work  consists  of  class  room  instruction,  field  trips,  demonstrations,  farm 
shop  work,  judging  of  grain,  live  stock,  vegetables,  fruits,  etc. 

High  quality  corn,  cattle,  hogs,  chickens,  vegetables,  grapes,  plums  md 
almost  all  kinds  of  fruit  have  been  produced  by  former  members  of  the  Voca- 
tional Agriculture  class  of  the  Chillicothe  High  School. 

Each  student  runs  a  project  in  order  to  put  into  practice  the  improved 
methods  of  live  stock  and  crop-growing. 

Swine  production  projects  have  always  been  profitable.  Ray  Wilhite, 
Franklin  Head,  Meri  Jones,  Paul  Rushton.  Edgerton  Welch,  Allen  Long,  El  ner 
Babb,  Ray  Dupey,  Harold  McDougal,  and  Charles  Noah  hope  to  raise  the  "Mort- 
gage Lifter."'  Ray  Hargrave,  Archie  Brott,  Buel  Williams,  Howard  Mann,  and 
Harry  Mclrvin  ire  growing  the  "King  of  Crops."  Jim  Cambell — Soy  Beans; 
Elgin  Warren — Chickens;  while  Forrest  Cair,  Marion  Bowman-  Joe  Woods,  and 
Paul  Reid  are  making  garden. 

That  the  boys  do  good  work  is  shown  by  tlie  looks  of  approval  on  the  faces 
of  the  powers  that  be — Mr.  Wisdom  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Sather,  Assistant  State  Voca- 
tional Agriculture  Inspector.

According-  to  the  report  of  the  State  department  of  Vocational  Af^ricuhure, 
Chillicothe  High  School  won  more  prizes  and  money  at  Missouri  State  Fair  in 
1922  than  all  the  other  seventy-nine  schools  in  the  state.  The  boys  won  over  200 
ribbons  on  their  projects,  judging,  and  other  exhibits. 

Vocational  students  had  exhibits  at  the  State  Fair,  P.  G.  Club  Show.  Corn 
Show-  State  Corn  Show,  Royal  Livestock  Show,  and  won  Missouri  Ruralist's  Prizes  to 
the  amount  of  $150.00  and  two  prize  pigs. 

In  all,  the  boys  have  won  in  the  past  year:  J  champions,  3  trophy  cups, 
about  two  hundred  and  fiftv  ribbons  and  $1785  in  premium  money,  besides  ha.iiig 
a  sale  of  $8000  worth  of  hogs  and  producing  about  $3000  worth  of  grain. 

The  good  work  of  C.  H.  S.  students  is  heralded  throughout  the  land  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  can  be  maintained  by  the  students  of  the  future.

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The  first  Annual  of  C.  H.  S.  was  printed  in  19<)5  and  was  christened  the 
Cresset  by  Mrs.  Belle  Reed.  It  contained  43  pages  and  sold  for  !if0.35.  The  second 
bock  contained  50  pages  and  24  pictures  and  sold  for  $0.50  if  bought  when  thev 
were  on  sale,  and  $0.65  if  bought  later.  The  Editor-in-Chief  was  Alfonso  John- 
son, who  is  now  editor  of  the  Columbia  Evening  Missourian. 

Every  year  since  f905  with  the  exception  of  two  years.  1907  and  1Q18.  the 
Cresset  has  been  published.  Each  year  the  Cresset  has  improved  and  last  year 
it  was  recognized  as  the  best  High  School  Annual  in  the  State  of  Missouri.

This  is  the  first  year  a  Commercial  Club  has  ever  existed  in  the  Chillicothe 
High  School.  Miss  Gallatin  with  the  aid  of  the  business  men  of  Chillicothe 
organized  our  club  under  the  name  of  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Our  club 
was  modeled  after  the  Senior  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  all  of  our  meetings  are 
conducted  after  the  fashion  of  that  body.  The  purpose  of  this  club  is  to  unite 
the  different  classes  of  the  commercial  department,  so  that  they  may  work  as  a 
unit.  The  fundamental  object  of  our  club  is  to  teach  us  the  duties  of  a  member 
of  the  Senior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  thus  enabling  us  to  do  better  work  when  we 
become  members  of  that  organization.

Yum-Yum  and  her  sisters,  Pitti-Sing  and  Peep-Bo,  have  just  come  from 
school  to  prepare  for  the  wedding  of  Yum-Yum  and  her  guardian  Ko-Ko,  the 
Lord  High  Executioner. 

Yum-Yum  loves  Nanki-Poo.  but  kno\vs  she  cannot  escape  her  marriage  with 

Ko-Ko. 

Nanki-Poo,  in  despair,  is  about  to  kill  himself,  when  he  is  interrupted  by 
Ko-Ko,  Pooh-Bah,  an  aristocrat  of  many  titles,  and  Pish-Tush.  a  noble  Lord.  Ko-Ko, 
since  he  has  become  Lord  High  Executioner  has  beheaded  no  one,  and  the  Mikado 
has  demanded  that  some  one  must  be  executed  within  a  month  or  Ko-Ko  must  cut 
his  own  head  off.
